( 1 )  The  Trustees  of  Queen's  Submit  the  Question  of  Conilitulional 

Changes  to  the  .Issembly  in  1900. 

"  The  Trustees  had  before  them  suggestions  with  regard  to  mak- 
ing their  body  more  representative,  tspccially  of  the  graduates,  who 
arc  now  the  basal  constituency  of  the  Scollish  Universities,  and  with 
regard  to  governing  the  theological  faculty  by  a  special  Boarrl  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  .\sscnibly.  .\  Committee  was  appointed  to 
consider  the  matter,  and  the  Trustees  respectfully  ask  the  General 
Assembly  to  appoint  a  Committee  to  confer  with  it  regarding  the 
relations  of  the  Church  Id  the  Universily."  ( Kxtract  from  Report 
of  Trustees  of  Queen's  University  to  Jhe  General  Assembly,  1900). 

(2)  The  Assembly  appoints  a  Committee  to  consider  Changes  in  the 

Constitution  of  the  Universily. 

"  The  .'\ssembly  called  for  the  Report  of  Queen's  University  and 
College,  which  was  given  in  by  Principal  Grant,  and  which,  being 
printed  and  in  the  hands  of  the  menibtrs,  he  called  attention  to  in 
his  remarks.  He  specially  asked  that  the  Assembly  should  give  care- 
ful consideration  to  the  matter  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the  con- 
stitution of  the  Governing  Body  of  the  University,  and  moved, 
seconded  by  Principal  MacVicar : — That  the  report  be  received ;  that 
the  General  .^ssembly  express  satisfaction  at  the  continued  prosperity 
of  the  University,  and  defer  further  consideration  of  the  report  until 
a  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  has  considered  the  im- 
portant constitutional  changes  suggested." 

The  motion  was  carried.

"  The  Assembly  called  for  the  Reix^rt  of  the  O  rnmittec  on  the 
Constitution  of  Queen's  University  and  College,  which  was  given  in 
by  Dr.  Thompson.  Convener,  who  movid  its  reception  anil  the  mlop- 
tion  of  till  following  resolution :  '  The  (ieneral  Assembly  is  gratified 
by  the  projMsal  referrc<l  to  in  the  rc]x)rt  of  Oiieen's  University,  to 
have  the  Theological  Facidty  imder  tlie  care  of  a  s|)ecial  Hoaril  ap- 
pointed by  the  Assembly,  and  would  approve  of  any  well-consider ,.,1 
change  in  the  Constitution  of  the  University  which  would  still  fur- 
ther im-rease  its  usefulness  by  making  the  body  of  Trustees  more 
completely  representative  of  the  iiiidenoniinatiDnal  character  of  the 
work  which  it  is  at  present  doing.  In  view  of  tlic  gnat  i'uixirtance 
of  having  practical  unanimity  among  the  graduates  ,-ind  bcnefariors 
of  the  University,  respecting  the  important  changes  in  its  constitu- 
tion which  h.ive  been  proposed,  llie  .^ssendlly  aiipoint  a  Committei' 
to  confer  with  the  Trustees  of  the  University  and  aid  them  in  ob- 
taining a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  whole  question  brought  before 
it  in  the  report  of  the  University.  Committee  to  rejKirt  to  next  As- 
sembly.' "

(4)  The  Trustees  report  that  a  General  Conference  of  Graduates 
and  Corporators  has  sanctioned  the  Changes  C190I). 

"  The  graduates  were  summoned  to  a  Conference  to  he  held  in 
Convocation  Hall  on  November  1st  and  2nd  last,  and  to  this  Confer- 
ence the  Corporators  of  the  University  were  invited  by  advertisement 
in  the  Record  of  the  Church.  The  Conference  was  largely  atten'led, 
and  after  the  fullest  discussion,  unanimously  decided  t:  at  the  time 
had  come  to  nationalize  by  statute  the  University,  as  completely  as 
it  has  been  nationalized  iti  practice  for  many  years,  and  to  give  to 
the  Faculty  of  Theology  a  separate  and  indepen<lent  incorporation, 
seeing  that  there  is  a  certain  inconsistency  in  having  a  denominational 
Faculty  of  Theology  an  integral  part  of  an  undenominational  Uni- 
versitv. 

"  Careful  consideration  must  be  bestowed  on  the  measures  to  be 
s.ibmitted  to  parliament  in  this  connection.  In  order  that  the  changes 
may  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  University  and  the  country,  and 
that  the  rights  of  the  Church  particularly  as  regards  the  Constitution 
of  the  Theological  College,  its  relation  to  the  Assembly,  its  name  and 
its  endowments,  may  be  safeguarded,  the  Trustees  respectfully  ask 
for  the  assistance  of  the  General  Assembly."  (F-xtract  from  Report 
of  Trustees  of  Queen's  University  to  the  General  Assembly,  1901).

Theological  Faculty  a  distinct  corporation  to  be,  in  a  relation  to  the 
General  Assembly,  similar  to  that  which  the  other  Theological  Col- 
leges occupy. 

That  the  As  'nibly  express  gratification  at  the  unanimity  of  the 
Corporators  and  >;i.iduales  regarding  the  proiiosed  changes  in  the 
Constitution  of  Ihi'  University. 

That  the  .Assembly  adopt  the  report  of  the  Committee  to  confer 
with  the  Trustees  nf  the  tTniversity. 

That  the  .Kssunhiy  re-appoint  the  Committee  to  confer  with  the 
Trustees  regarding  ihe  details  and  to  re|)ort  to  next  Assembly ;  that 
the  following  names  be  added  to  the  Committee:  Revs.  Dr.  A.  Black, 
Dr.  MacTavisb.  W.  G.  Wallace  and  A  Gandier,  Ministers ;  R.  Kil- 
gour,  E.  Tyrrell,  J.  K.  MacdonaKI  and  R.  McQueen,  Elclers." 

(6)a  The  Assembly  Commillcc  on  Conference  with  Trustees  Re- 
port on  the  Changes  required  to  nationalise  the  University. 

"  The  General  .Assembly  of  1900  appointed  a  Committee  to  con- 
fer with  the  Tnistces  of  Queen's  University  in  regard  to  the  changes 
proposed  in  Uie  Constitution  of  the  University. 

The  Committee  met  with  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  University,  in 
Knox  College,  c  i  December  6th,  at  4  p.m.  The  following  members 
of  the  Committee  were  present :  Drs.  Warden,  Torrance,  Somcrville, 
Thompson,  Grant.  Caven,  J.  .\.  Macdonald,  J.  R.  McNe-'lie,  George 
Keith,  and  W.  B.  McMnrrich.

"r"- ;  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Maclennan,  Chairman  of  the  E  ird  of 
Trus.ees  of  Queen's  University,  presented  the  matter  of  the  p.oposed 
changes  in  the  constitution  and  read  the  following  minute  passed  at 
a  convention  of  the  Trustees,  Senate,  Council,  Graduates,  Alumni, 
and  Benefactors  of  Queen's  College  and  University,  to  consider  the 
proposed  changes  in  the  charter  which  were  submitted  by  the  Trus- 
tees to  the  last  General  Assembly : 


"  Whereas  the  coiiiilitiition  u(  the  Koaril  of  Trustees  of  Quecn'i 
University  has  been  nKflilied  both  in  18"4  and  I(W8.  with  the  vii  v 
of  gning  larger  representation  to  all  classes  of  iis  frienils  and  gradu-

have  been  inlrodnced,  rendering  the  University  more  national 
.IS  and  character,  ami  whereas  since  IS88  the  growth  of  the 
V        rsity  has  been  marked,  especially  in  the  following  parf.cidars : 

i.  I>>  conlial  siipjiort  anci  enconragenienl  by  public  men  of  all 
shades  of  religious  opinion. 

2.  The  increase  in  the  ntimber  of  slndei.l.<  anil  graduates  who 
are  not  IVcsbyterians. 

3  Thi  growth  of  the  connection  of  the  University  with  the  gen- 
eral cdncntion  of  the  I'rovince.  and 

4  The  widening  acceptance  r>f  Queen's  as  the  University  of  Ibis 
part  of  Canaila.  evidenced  by  the  recent  ilonation  of  S.SO.OOf)  to  the 
Univirsity  by  the  City  of  Kingston,  and  proofs  of  the  interest  in 
Queen's  by  the  adjoi'.ing  nuniicipalilics.  Xiui  whereas  the  (leneral 
.Assembly  in  its  ineeling  at  Halifax  last  June  exprc'ied  its  approval 
of  any  well  con-idcred  change  in  the  constitution  of  the  University, 
wbicb  would  still  further  increase  its  usefulness,  by  making  the  body 
of  Trustees  more  completely  repi  .senl.ilive  of  the  undenominational 
character  of  the  work  whVli  it  is  at  present  doing:  and  whereas,  the 
Church  has  taken  a  ileep.  ning  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Univer- 
sity, evidenced  more  particularly  hv  the  Assembly  s  distribution  of 
tli.il  ivirtion  of  the  Century  b'tind  to  be  applied  to  the  Theological 
Colligcs.  and  whereas  the  General  .Assembly  at  its  last  meeting  in 
ftalifax  expressed  its  gratilicalion  with  the  projxisal  to  have  the 
Theological  Faculty  nnmr  the  c.ire  of  a  special  floard  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Assembly. 

"  Be  it  resolved  f  1)  that  in  the  judgment  of  this  convention  the 
C.<  vcrniug  Ttoard  of  Qnce-i's  University  should  be  undenominational, 
at.,  'loiild  be  in  a  larger  (Kkicc  than  nt  preseiu  directly  representa- 
tive o'  the  graduates  and  friends  of  the  University.  (2)  That  the 
Foculty  if  Theology  should  he  under  the  management  of  a  Roard 
distinct  fnmi  the  (Governing  Board  of  the  University." 

.After  very  full  oiscnssion,  a  Committee  consisting  of  Princitial 
Caven.  Trinc'pal  Grant.  Justice  Maclennan,  Dr.  Warden  and  Dr. 
Thompson  wa;  appointed  to  report  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  the 
cvenine.    The  following  is  their  report: 

"  The  Cor  imittee  of  the  General  .Assembly  appointed  to  meet 
with  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  University  in  regard  to  the  proposed 
changes  in  the  constitution  of  the  Universi:v,  and  especially  the  pro- 
po«^l  that  the  Theological  Faculty  shoi  i  be  placed  under  the  care 
of  a  special  Board,  appointed  by  the  Assembly,  met  with  the  Trus- 
tees, an<l.  in  consultation  wil'n  th»m,  considered  fully  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Trustees  and  Gra<lnates  and  Benefactors  of  the  Uni- 
versity, met  in  genoral  convention  on  Nov.  Is'  and  2nd.  1900  in 
pursuance  of  the  :  ,n  taken  by  last  Assembly  on  the  A  inual  Re- 
port of  the  University. 
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Thc  Commilltc  have  plca-'irc  in  mating  that  tlicy  regard  thrsc 
rcMilntions  as  Bcnirally  satisfratDry.  Your  Committee  concur  with 
the  Trustees  in  the  opiniiin  tlint,  in  accunlancc  with  the  remhitions 
of  the  General  Assemhly  last  year,  it  i«  competent  and  dvsirahle  (or 
•he  Board  of  Titislees  lo  siik  siicli  Iciji-Iation  as  is  necessary  to  effect 
the  sepi,!  lion  heti-cen  the  Theohiijical  F;..ulty  and  the  other  Facul- 
ties of  the  I'nive'-s.ly.  Kivlnj;  i.i  the  Thml.iKical  Faculty  separate  and 
independent  incorpuralion.  and  t.^  ,nakc  sitch  changes  in  the  consti- 
tution of  the  t'niversily  as  will  render  it  entirely  undenominational 
in  Its  character." 

It  was  moved  hy  Dr.  Tliompson,  seciin<leil  hv  Dr.  R.  N'.  r.rant, 
and  agreed  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  he  received  and  adopted. 

It  was  also  agreed  that  a  coj  v  of  this  report  he  tr.  str.ittcd  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen's  University.

Death  of  Principal  Grant. 


"  Since  our  last » ,vo  Reports  to  the  General  Assembly,  some  pro- 
gress has  been  made  ir  regard  to  the  changes  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  University.  The  special  Committee  which  reported  to  the  last 
Assembly  was  reappointed  with  additional  members  to  continue  the 
conference  wi.,i  the  Trustees  of  the  University  on  this  subject.  A 
joint  meeting  was  held  at  Kingston,  on  April  i)th  and  30th  last,  of 
a  very  harmonious  and  satisfactory  character,  though  the  unexpected 
absence  of  Principal  Grant,  who  had  juf  been  struck  down  by  what 
proved  his  last  illness,  produced  a  f-  ding  of  depression  in  all  present. 
After  careful  consideration  the  mcr:ing  imaninously  approved  of  the 
outline  subm  tted  of  '.hi.  new  Con*tiin'''\n.  wi'  certain  modifications.

1  IV.     The  Tbeohqical  Cnllcge. 

(a)  Tlic  present  Tbeolotrical  Faculty  shall  he  continued  under 
the  control  and  Rovernment  of  such  of  the  pi  -sent  Hoard  of  Trustees 
as  are  members  of  the  Presbvt'Tinn  Church  i  Canada,  and  the  said 
Ronrd  shall  he  a  body  corporate  \vith  a  common  seal,  under  the  name 
of  Oiieen's  Thcoloirieal  Colle.ee 

(h)  The  Corporation  shall  consist  of  all  persons  who  are  now  or 
shall  at  any  time  beieafter  be  ministers  or  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Ontrch  in  Canada. 
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Five  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  retire  annually,  in  such 
order  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board,  and  the  General  Assembly 
shall  annually  appoint  five  members  of  the  said  Board  to  succeed 
those  so  retiring.  They  siiall  be  eligible  for  re-appointment. 

The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  change  the  number 
and  manner  of  appointing  the  Board. 

Finance. 

All  sums  hitherto  given  or  bequeathed  to  th^  Trustees  of 
"  Queen's  College  "  for  the  Department  of  Theology  or  for  Scholar- 
ships in  connection  with  the  said  Department  shall  be  transferred  to 
and  vested  in  Queen's  Theological  College,  and  in  addition  thereto 
a  sum  shall  be  paid  over  to  Queen's  Theological  College  from  the 
funds  of  Queen's  University. 

There  shall  also  be  provided  adequate  class  room  and  F'aculty 
accommodation  for  Queen's  Theological  College  along  with  the  neces- 
sary fire,  light  and  attendance.  The  sum  to  be  paid  over  to  Queen's 
Theological  College,  from  the  funds  of  Queen's  University,  shall  be 
ascertained  by  a  Committee  to  consist  of  Dr.  Thompson,  of  Sarnia, 
and  \fr.  J.  Macdonald,  of  Toronto,  on  behalf  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  four  persons  to  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University. 

It  was  further  agreed  that  it  is  understood  by  the  joint  meeting 
that  the  Trustees  in  asking  legislation  are  at  perfect  liberty  to  make 
such  alterations  in  the  form  of  the  above  resolutions  as  may  be  found 
necessary  while  the  general  spirit  is  retained."

(10)a.     The  Bill  to  Change  the  Constitution  is  introduced  into  Par- 
liament (1903). 

"  The  constitutional  changes  which  have  been  under  considera- 
tion for  the  past  three  years  have  now  been  embodied  in  a  bill  which 
has  been  introduced  in  Parliament  at  Ottawa  and  is  expected  to  be- 
come law  during  the  present  session. 

Whilst  these  changes  will,  in  the  words  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly's resolution  of  1900,  make  the  constitution  of  Queen's  more  in 
harmony  with  the  non-denominational  work  she  is  doing,  it  is  im- 
possible that  Queen's  should  ever  forget  the  Church  which  gave  her 
birth.  She  must  always  cherish  the  deepest  affection  for  her  spiritual 
mother,  and  her  origin  and  past  history  can  never  cease  to  exercise 
the  most  beneficent  influence  upon  her  future."  (Extract  from  Re- 
port of  Queen's  University  to  General  Assemblv,  1903). 


"  The  Assembly  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
ference witli  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  University,  which,  in  the  la- 
mented absence  of  Principal  Caven,  Convener,  was  presented  by  Dr. 
Warden,  who  briefly  called  attention  to  the  contents  of  the  report 
as  printed,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  members,  and  moved  its  reception. 

I'rincipal  Gordon,  in  seconding  Dr.  Warden's  motion  regarding 
Queen's  College,  was  heard  in  explanation  of  the  draft  of  the  Rill 
about  to  be  inlroduceil  into  Parliamtnl.  having  for  its  aim  the  entire 
separation  of  the  fniversity  of  Queen's  College  from  ativ  semblance 
of  connection  with  this  Church."  ( ICxtracts  from  Mimtles  of  Gen- 
eral .Assembly.

( 10)ft.     Mr.  Charlton's  motion  for  coiisolidalion  of  Theological  Col- 
leiics  inlroduci-s  a  new  element  into  the  discussion. 

Mr.  Charlton  now  presented  to  the  .Assembly  the  motion  of 
which  he  gave  notice  yesterday.    It  is  as  follows: — 

"  The  (ieneral  .Assembly  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
tlie<dogical  schools  in  connection  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Canada  is  in  excess  of  its  retiuiremerUs.  and  believes  that  the  endow- 
ment and  equipment  of  these  schools  is  insufiicicnt  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  a  high  stale  of  efficiency;  that  the  unnecessarv  number 
scatters  and  impairs  the  cilucational  forces  of  the  Church:  that  the 
superior  equipment  and  great  resources  of  American  theological 
sciiools  tends  to  draw  Canadian  students  from  our  own  theological 
colleges:  and  that  step.s  should  be  taken  as  soon  as  practicable  to 
merge  these  Colleges  into  an  Eastern  and  Western  University  and 
Divinity  School :  each  with  endowment,  equipment,  and  resources 
sufficient  to  meet  in  an  efficient  and  satisfactorv  manner  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.  .Armstrong. 

During  the  progress  of  tlic'discussion  of  the  motion,  the  hour 
of  adjournment  arrived." 

"  The  Assembly  resumed  consideration  of  Mr.  Charlton's  motion 
regarding  the  Colleges  of  the  Church. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  \\'arden.  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  A.  McCurdv,  it 
was  resolved  to  refer  the  said  motion  to  a' Committee  to  be  named 
by  the  chair."

"  The  .Assembly  resumed  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Conference  with  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  University. 

.After  discussion,  it  was  resolved,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Warden 
seconded  by  Nfr.  T.  R.  Mcl.eod.  to  remit  the  report  to  the  same  Com- 
mittee as  that  to  which  Mr.  Charlton's  motion  was  referred." 

ni)     The  Committee  of  tite  .■1s.':cmhl\  Prof>oses  a  Continuance  of 
the  Relations  between  the  Church  and  the  Uni-rrsity  with 

a  auarautee  of  adequate  Maintenance. 
"  The  ^fodcrator  named  the  following  Committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  Queen's  University  question,  and  the  motion  of  Mr 
John  Charlton : 
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Proftssor  Murray,  Convener;  Principal  Gordon,  Professor 
Campbell,  Dr.  P.ryce,  Dr.  Warden,  Dr.  Scriniger,  Dr.  A.  Falconer, 
Dr.  Annstroni;,  J.  VV.  H.  M'liie,  Dr.  Somerville,  M.  Macgdlivray, 
Dr.  J.  S.  I'.lack,  Dr.  Lylc,  Dr.  K  I".  Torrance,  Dr.  Duval,  Dr.  P.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  College  Question. 
"  The  .Assembly  called  for  the  reiiort  of  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  deal  with  Mr.  Charlton's  motion,  and  the  reixirt  of  the 
Committee  of  .'\ssembly  on  Conference  with  the  Trustees  of  Queen  s 
University,  which  was  given  in  and  read,  by  Professor  Murray,  Con- 
vener, who  moved  that  it  be  received  and  its  recommendations  con- 
sidered. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  agreed. 

.\fter  discussion,  the  recommendation  of  the  first  part  of  the 
report  was  also  unaniinously  adopted. 

Thereupon,  on  motion  of  Professor  Murray,  seconded  by  Mr. 

John  Charlton.  M.P.,  the  report  as  a  whole  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  subjects  of  Queen  s 

University  and  the  consolidation  of  the  Theological  Colleges,  reports 

as  follows: — 

"  That  this  .'Kssemblv  deprecates  the  proposed  severance  of  the 
connection  between  Queen's  University  and  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Canada,  and  recommends  and  will  actively  promote  a  moveiTient 
for  securing  an  adequate  increase  in  the  endowment  of  the  Univer- 
sity, if  it  is  decided  to  continue  the  connection  at  present  existmg, 
and  that  the  Moderator  be  directed  to  appoint  a  Commission,  with 
Assembly  powers,  to  confer  with  the  Trustees  of  the  University,  and 
adopt  the  proper  means  to  secure  the  necessary  financial  aid  for  the 
purposes  of  the  University,  with  the  imdcrstanding  that  should  it  be 
found  desirable  for  the  Church  to  retain  the  University,  with  a 
guarantee  of  adetiuate  maintenance,  the  Commission  should  refer 
the  question  to  the  Presbyteries  of  the  three  central  Synods  before 
taking  final  action." 

That  the  consideration  of  the  question  of  the  consolidation  of 
the  Theological  Colleges,  embraced  in  Mr.  Charlton's  resolution,  be 
deferred. 
(\2)  The  Trustees  stay  proceedings  in  Parliament. 

The  Trustees  reported  as  follows  to  the  Assembly  of  1904 : — 
On  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  regarding  the  rela- 
tions of  Queen's  University  to  the  Church  being  reported  to  us,  we 
met  on  fnne  .TOth  and  passed  the  following  resolution:  "That, 
having  heard  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  anent  the  pro- 
posed changes  in  the  charier  of  the  University  and  also  the  Prin- 
cipal's report  on  same,  this  Board  stay  proceedings  in  Parliament  and 
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await  the  conference  with  tlie  Commission  of  Assembly  at  the 
earliest  date  found  most  convenient.  Accordingly,  the  Board  invites 
the  Assembly's  Commission  to  meet  in  Convocation  Hall  of  this 
University  some  time  in  Scpumbcr." 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution  we  met  the  Commission  of 
Assembly  on  Tuesday,  ISth  of  September,  1903.  After  a  series  of 
conferences  with  the  Commission,  extending  over  two  days,  and 
after  due  deliberation  and  consideration  of  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  Commission,  it  was  <lccided :  "  That  the  Trustees,  having  al- 
ready stayed  proceedings  in  connection  with  the  proposed  constitu- 
tional changes,  resolve,  in  view  of  the  decision  of  the  Conference,  to 
prosecute  these  changes  no  further  at  present,  but  to  maintain  the 
existing  connection  between  the  University  and  the  Church,  pending 
the  action  of  the  Church  regardijig  the  support  of  the  University." 

(13)     Commission  of  Assemb\y  reports.    Presbyteries  desire  con- 
tinuance of  relations,  but  are  indefinite  on  the  subject 
of  financial  viaintcnance. 

The  Commission  met  in  Kingston  on  the  15th  and  I6th  Sep- 
tember, 1903,  and  again  on  the  10th  and  11th  February,  1904,  and 
reported  to  the  General  Assembly  at  St.  John,  June,  1904,  as  fol- 
lows : — 

The  Commission  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canada,  in  conference  with  the  Trustees  of  Queen's  Uni- 
versity, having  sent  down  to  the  Presbyteries  of  the  three  Central 
Synods  of  the  Church  the  conclusions  at  which  it  had  arrived  at  its 
former  meeting,  in  terms  of  the  instructions  received  from  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  twenty-five  out  of  the  twenty-seven  Presbyteries  have 
been  heard  from,  and  the  Commission  having  carefully  examined 
and  duly  weighed  said  returns,  finds : 

1.  That  they  generally  express  a  warm  appreciation  of  the  great 
service  which  Queen's  University  has  rendered  to  the  higher  educa- 
tion of  the  country. 

2.  That  twenty-four  out  of  twenty-five  Presbyteries  express  a 
desire  for  the  continuance  of  Queen's  University  in  coimection  with 
the  Church;  and  the  Com.nission  respectfully  requests,  in  view  of 
this  unanimity,  the  Board  of  Trustees  still  further  to  desist  from 
seeking  legislation  looking  to  a  severance  of  the  relations  which  have 
subsisted  between  the  University  and  the  Church. 

3.  That  it  does  not  seem  clear  how  far  many  of  the  Presbyteries 
have  had  under  consideration  the  present  composition  and  method  of 
appointing  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University ;  but  out  of  the 
ten  that  have  specially  dealt  with  the  matter,  seven  have  signified  a 
d,  >ire  tor  a  modification  of  the  method  of  appointing  Trustees,  while 
three  have  voted  that  the  present  method  is  satisfactory.  In  view  of 
these  facts,  it  would  seem  as  if  this  question  needed  further  con- 
sideration.

4.  That  a  few  of  the  Presbyttries  hold  that  it  would  lie  more 
fitting  that  the  Arts  Department  of  the  University  shonld  be  sup- 
ported by  the  general  public,  since  the  country  ,il  large  so  greatly 
benefits  by  the  higher  education  which  it  provides,  that  several  Pres- 
byteries feel  that  the  University  has  by  the  work  it  has  done  for  the 
promotion  of  the  intellectual  development  of  the  Dominion  niaile 
good  its  claim  for  support  from  both  the  Church  and  the  country, 
and  that  a  large  majority  of  the  Presbyteries  heartily  commend  the 
University  to  the  liberal  support  of  the  people  within  their  bounds. 

The  Commission,  however,  is  of  opinion  that  the  returns  of  the 
Presbyteries  on  the  financial  propositions  submitted  to  them  in  the 
remit  are  scarcely  definite  enough  to  meet  the  case  as  provided  for 
in  the  Assembly's  instructions  to  the  Commission,  yet  consider  them 
so  far  encouraging  as  to  lead  the  Commission  to  recommend  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  take  such  steps  as  will  secure  an  adequate  endow- 
ment of  the  University  or  such  an  annual  income  as  will  provide  for 
its  proper  equipment  and  maintenance. 

That  the  .Assembly  may  be  fully  seized  of  all  the  facts  which 
were  before  the  Commission,  the  returns  of  Presbyteries  and  other 
documents  bearing  on  the  matter,  which  led  to  the  Commission's 
finding,  are  hereby  transmitted  for  the  information  and  use  of  the 
General  Assembly.  ■ 

(14)     The  University  Council,  wl.:!c  sympathizing  with  the  s/iirit 

Zi'hich  pror.ifted  the  Assembly,  points  out  the  gravity 

of  the  situation  created. 

In  the  report  presented  to  the  Assembly  by  the  Trustees  in  1904, 
there  is  the  following  statement  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Univer- 
sity Council : — 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  we  again  met  the  Commission  on 
February  10th,  1904,  after  the  answers  had  been  received  from  the 
Presbyteries  to  the  remit  sent  down  for  their  consideration,  and, 
after  deliberation,  resolved  to  defer  further  consideration  of  the 
resolutions  until  our  regular  meeting  in  April,  and  meanwhile  to 
report  the  whole  of  the  proceedings  which  had  been  taken  to  the 
University  Council. 

The  University  Council  hel<l  its  annual  meeting  on  April  26tli, 
1904,  and  the  report  of  the  Trustees  was  very  fully  considered  on 
that  day  and  the  day  following.  As  a  result  of  the  deliberations  the 
Council  passed  the  following  resolution,  which  the  Trustees  transmit 
to  the  General  Assembly  with  their  approval : 

That  the  University  Council  desires  to  express  its  hearty  sym- 
pathy with  the  spirit  which  prompted  the  resolution  arrived  at  by  the 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  last  June  to  maintain  the  con- 
nection of  the  University  with  the  Church. 

That  the  Council  will  be  glad  to  co-operate  in  the  line  of  that 
resolution  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  if  any  definite  arrangements 
can  be  made  in  the  interests  alike  of  the  Church  and  the  University. 
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That  in  the  meantime  the  Council  desires  respectfully  to  bring 
the  following  points  before  the  notice  of  the  Assembly : 

First.  The  resolution  of  the  Assembly  is  virtually  a  reversal  of 
its  previous  attitude  and  of  all  the  sli  ps  which  have  already  been 
taken  by  the  University  authorities  to  nationalize  the  University. 

Second.  As  the  continuance  of  the  present  relation  between  the 
Church  and  the  University  may  impose  considerable  limitations  on 
the  future  development  of  Queen's  University,  the  Council  desires 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Church  to  the  gravity  of  the  situation 
created  for  the  Univeristy  by  the  action  of  the  Assembly  at  Van- 
couver. 

Resolved,  further,  that  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  transmission  to  the  General  Assembly. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  same  meeting,  27th  April,  passed 
the  following  resolution : — 

The  Trustees  having  already  stayed  proceedings  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  constitutional  changes,  in  view  of  the  action  which 
has  been  taken  by  the  General  .\ssembly  and  by  the  Commission 
appointed  by  the  Moderator,  resolve  to  reaffirm  the  resolution  of 
September,  1903,  and  to  continue  in  the  meantime  the  existing  con- 
nection between  the  University  and  the  Church,  pending  the  action 
of  the  Church   regarding  the  support  of  the  University. 

(1.5)     The  Assembly  resolves  in  favour  of  maiiilaining  existing  re- 
lations zcilh  Queen's,  recommends  the  Trustees  to  initiate  a 
movement  to  procure  additional  endoivmcnt  and 
appoints  a  Committe  to  co-operate. 

The  Assembly,  at  St.  John  in  1904,  having  appointed  a  special 
Committee  to  deal  wiili  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  with 
the  reference  of  the  Commission  on  conference  with  the  Board 
i  Minutes,  p.  29),  the  report  of  that  Committee,  which  was  adopted 
unanimously,  was  as  follows : — 

Your  Committee  has  considered  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of 
Queen's  University,  the  minutes  of  the  Commission  appointed  to 
confer  with  Trustees  concerning  the  relation  of  the  University 
to  the  Chui  .nd  the  returns  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  three  Cen- 
tral Synods,  »„  which  the  resolutions  of  the  Commission  were  re- 
ferred, and  finds  that  these  Presbyteries  have  expressed  with  prac- 
tical unanimity  a  desire  for  the  maintenance  of  the  connection 
between  the  Church  and  the  University. 

It  therefore  recommends  to  the  Assembly:—!.  That  the  connec- 
tion between  the  Church  and  Quf  en's  University  be  maintained. 
2.  That,  in  view  of  the  helpful  influence  exercised  by  the  graduates 
of  the  University,  the  Assembly  would  approve  of  arrangements 
being  made  whereby  they  (the  graduates)  may  be  given,  through  the 
Council,  a  larger  representation  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.     3.  The 
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Assembly,  recognizing  the  extent  anil  character  of  the  work  done  by 
the  University,  approves  of  the  deliveiance  of  the  Commission, — 
that  (he  University  requires  an  a<l<litional  annual  revenue  of  $20,000, 
exclusive  of  the  contributions  at  present  made  in  favor  of  the  Theo- 
logical Department,  and  heartily  commends  it  to  the  liberalitv  of  the 
members  of  the  Church,  and  to  the  cordial  sympathy  and  support  of 
the  Prcsbvteries  and  congregations  of  the  Central  Synods.  4.  The 
Assembly  recommends  the  trustees  to  initiate  at  an  early  date  a 
movement  to  procure  this  additional  revenue.  5.  The  Assembly 
appoints  a  ominittee  to  cooperate  with  the  Trustees  for  this  pur- 
pose.   (Minutes,  p.  4^). 


(16)     Further  action  in  regard  to  Endmvment  Fund  (1905). 

In  Tunc,  190.=!,  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  presented 
to  the  General  Assembly,  contained  the  following  statement : — 

"In  view  of  the  action  of  the  last  General  .\ssembly  regarding  an 
additional  endowment  for  the  University  that  would  yield  an  annual 
revenue  of  $20,000,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  a  meeting  held  on  July 
UtU,  1904,  passed  the  following  resolutions : — 

The  Trustees,  having  heard  the  Resolutions  adopted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  upon  the  reports  submi.ed  in  connection  with  Queen's 
University,  express  their  cordial  gratification  at  the  action  of  the 
Assembly,  agree  to  maintain  the  present  relation  between  the  Church 
and  the  University,  and  welcome  the  appointment  of  the  large  and 
representative  Committee  to  co-operate  with  them  in  securing  an 
adequate  increase  to  the  revenues  of  the  University. 

The  Trustees  remit  to  the  Local  Board  to  devise  methods  for 
carrying  out  the  movement  recommended  by  the  Assembly,  and  to 
this  end  to  communicate  with  the  University  Council  and  with  the 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Assembly  and  to  take  such  furthet 
action  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

By  arrangem.ent  of  the  Local  Board,  the  Trustees  met  in  con- 
ference with  the  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  at  Kingston 
on  September  1st,  and  again  at  Toronto  on  September  27th.  At  the 
first  of  these  meetings  it  was  agreed  "  that  the  aim  of  the  appeal  to 
the  Church  should  be  to  secure  an  Endowment  of  $5(X),000,  but  that 
annual  subscriptions  should  be  welcomed  on  the  part  of  those  to 
whom  it  is  more  convenient  to  contribute  in  that  form."  "  It  was 
deemed  desirable  that  the  privileges  of  nominating  students  for  a 
course  of  tuition  in  Arts,  free  of  class  fees,  attached  in  the  past  to 
donations  of  $100  and  $500  respectively,  be  continued."  -'Kn  Execu- 
tive Committee  was  appointed,  to  whom  was  remitted  the  considera- 
tion of  details  of  plan  for  prosecuting  the  canvass  for  subscriptions. 

The  University  Council,  having  met  on  September  22nd,  re- 
solved to  "  suggest  to  the  Trustees  that  steps  be  taken,  in  connection 
with  the  movement  to  raise  an  additional  Endowment  for  the  Uni- 
versity, to  appeal  to  all  the  graduates  and  friends  of  Queen's,  and 
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offer  to  the  Trustees  the  organization  of  the  University  Council  in 
prosecution  of  the  work  " 

At  the  meeting  on  September  27th,  the  Conference  of  the  Trus- 
tees and  the  Committee  "  having  had  communication  of  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Council  of  the  University  addressed  to  the  Trustees, 
express  cordial  appreciation  of  tlie  offer  of  the  Council  to  aid  in  pro- 
moting the  movement  in  aid  of  the  Endowment,  and  request  the 
Council  to  name  three  of  its  members  to  co-operate  witli  the  Execu- 
tive Committee." 

At  this  meeting  "  all  the  Presbyteries  except  five  were  heard 
from,  and  the  reports  given  were  of  the  most  encouraging  nature, 
showing  that  there  was  on  all  hands  a  desire  to  carry  into  effect  the 
recommendations  of  the  General  Assembly."  The  Conference  fur- 
ther resolved  "that  the  Presbyterial  Committees  be  requested  to 
arrange  for  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  each  Presbytery,  to  be  addressed 
by  the  Principal  of  the  University  or  otiters,  and  that  Presbyterial 
Committees  be  asked  to  reqi;est  at  such  meetiigs  the  presence  and 
co-operation  of  all  graduates  and  friends  <  i  Queen's  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Presbyteries." 

The  Trustees  and  Committee,  along  with  the  University  Coun- 
cil, are  thus  endeavouring  to  enlist  in  this  effort  on  behalf  of  the 
University  the  active  sympathy  and  assistance  not  only  of  Presby- 
teries and  congregations,  but  also  of  all  the  graduates  and  friends  of 
QuSen's." 

The  General  Assembly,  having  received  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  preceding  Assembly  to  co-operate  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  University  in  raising  the  requisite  Endowment,  re- 
solved as  follows : — 

The  .Assembly  recognizing  with  thankfulness  the  increasing  ser- 
vice whv  Queen's  University  is  rendering  to  the  Qiurch  and  the 
whole  c.  itry.  and  deeply  impressed  with  the  possibilities  for  ever 
greater  i.  ef  jlness : — 

1.  Expresses  its  satisfaction  at  the  considerable  progress  already 
made; 

2.  Repeats  its  conviction  that  half, a  million  dollars  is  needed 
that  the  College  may  cope  with  the  demands  of  its  steadily  growing 
numbers : 

3.  Urges  on  the  Committee  an  immediate  prosecution  of  the 
canvass  not  only  within  the  three  central  synods,  but  amongst  all  the 
graduates  and  friends  of  Queen's ; 

4.  Reappoints  the  Committee  with  power  to  add  to  its  number ; 

5.  Deeply  sensible  of  the  gravity  and  magiiitijde  of  the  under- 
taking, it  approves  of  the  appointment  of  a  special  agent  of  the 
Fund,  and  expresses  its  satisfaction  that  the  Rev.  Robert  Laird,  of 
Vancouver,  has  consented  to  devote  himself  to  this  work. 

In  llie  report  of  the  Committee  it  was  stated :  "At  present  we 
have,  including  promises  and  pajTuents,  something  over  $125,000 
assured." 
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(17)     Progress  of  F.ndotvmcnl  Camfaii/n  as  reported  to  the  General 

Assembly  in  I<)06. 

In  June,  1906,  at  London,  the  Assembly,  liavine  received  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Endowment,  resolved  as  follows  :— 

The  Assembly  expresses  its  gratification  wii!'  the  progress  of 
the  movement  to  secure  the  five  hundred  thousand  dollar  endowment 
for  Oueens  tTniversity:  w.h  the  large  number  of  persons  and  Pres- 
byteries that  have  ren.lcred  valuable  assistance ;  with  the  cordinl 
endorsation  of  the  public  press  and  the  graduates  of  the  University 
and  wilh  the  generally  hoiwful  tone  of  the  report;  calls  attention  to 
the  difficulties  encountered  by  the  Agent  in  the  prosecution  of  his 
work,  and  strongly  urges  Presbyteries  and  congregations  to  forward 
he  movement  with  vigour  and  enthusiasm ;  reappoints  the  Commit- 
tee with  power  to  add  to  its  numbers,  and  again  heartilv  commends 
the  un.  ertaking  to  the  liberality  of  the  Church  and  country. 

In  this  report  of  1906  it  was  stated:  "The  total  amount  now 
assured,  including  cash  contributions,  subscriptions  and  sums  se- 
cured by  bequest,  is  about  $230,000." 

(18)     Progress  of  Endojcmenl  Fund,  as  reported  to  the  Assembh 
in  1907. 

In  June,  1907,  at  Montreal,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  En- 
dowment contained  the  following  statement :  "  The  total  amount 
promised,  up  to  May  15th,  1907,  from  the  congregations  visited  a.-'i 
by  inilividuals  deeply  interested  in  Queen's  was  $262,000  Of  this 
amount  $I37,429W  have  been  paid.  Among  the  payments  was  the 
han<lsome  gift  of  Mr.  Charlton,  who  on  Thanksgiving  Day  1906 
^ve  to  the  University  $.SO,000  for  the  endowment  of  a  Chair  of 
.,  .  'j"'osophy.  Shortly  after  this  came  the  announcement  from 
Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  that  when  $400,000  were  secured  he  would 
complete  the  half-million  dollar  fund  by  a  gift  of  $100,000. 

The  General  Assembly,  having  received  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee, resolved  as  follows : —

And  whereas,  notwithstanding  the  eflForts  made,  a  considerable 
part  ot  the  Endowment  sought,  has  not  yet  been  raised ;

"After  careful  consideration  of  the  Memorial  presented  by  the 
Senate,  and  having  regard  to  the  fact  that,  at  the  request  of  t'le 
General  Assembly,  the  Board  of  Trustees  agreed  "  to  maintain 
the  present  relations  between  the  Church  and  I.'nivcr  ,"  the  Board 
resolves  to  transmit  the  Memorial,  with  its  accompanying  docuinents, 
to  the  General  Assembly  and  to  ask  for  the  Assembly's  advice  in  li'e 
premises." 

The  Assembly  a] ,  .luteda  Committee  to  suggest  the  course  they 
shoulil  lai.e  ir  dealing  with  the  Memorial  of  the  Senate,  transmitted . 
by  the  Board  jf  Trustees. 

This  Committee  reported  to  the  Assembly  as  follows : — 

The  Committee  heard  at  considerable  length  representatives  of 
the  dilTerent  views  held  on  the  question  of  the  relation  of  Queen|s 
University  to  the  Chnrch,  examined  carefully  the  history  of  Queen's 
from  its  oiigin  to  the  present  time  and  more  particularly  the  action 
of  the  Church  prior  to  the  Union  in  1874-5,  as  well  as  its  action  in 
1901-02,  and  in  1903-04.  Tlicy,  further,  took  into  consideratbn  the 
memorial  "of  the  Senate  together  with  other  documents  placed  in  their 
hands. 

After  mature  deliberation,  the  Committee  were  unanimously  of 
opinion  that  conditions  had  lately  arisen  in  Queen's  University  which 
justified  the  Stfate  in  bringing  the  question  of  an  alteration  in  the 
constitution  of  Queen's  before  the  Trustees,  and  through  them  before 
the  Assembly. 

The  Committee  suggest  the  following  as  the  deliverance  of  the 
Assembly : 

The  Assembly  record  their  gratification  at  the  rapid  expansion 
of  Queen's  University  and  tlicir  desire  for  its  increasing  prosperity. 

The  Assembly,  while  ready  to  maintain  the  existing  relation 
between  the  Church  and  the  University,  are  nevertheless  of  opinion 
that  the  question  of  the  character  of  that  relation  should  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Trustees  of  die  University  as  the  body  ultimately  re- 
sponsible for  iis  welfare  and  financial  support.  They,  therefore, 
authorize  the  Trustees,  after  consultation  with  the  benefactors  and 
graduates,  to  take  such  action  regarding  the  relation  between  the 
Church  and  the  University,  as  they  judge  to  be  best  in  its  interests. 
Shoultl  the  Truftces  decide  in  favor  of  a  change  of  relationship,  they 
shall  be  req  lired  to  make  provision  for  the  existence  and  mainten- 
ance of  th  Theological  Faculty  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
Church. 

The  Assembly  learn  with  gratification  of  the  progres  in 

the  endeavour  to  raise  the  sum  of  $500,000  of  an  addition;  .ow- 
ment  for  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  and  earnestly  hope  that  whether  a

The  Trustee,  of  Queen's  University,  having  expressed  their  ae- 
liberatc  judgment  that  further  change,  in  the  constitution  arc  ii^ces- 
«ry  to  the  welfare  of  the  University,  the  Assembly  resolves  to  ap- 
point a  ComnM..ion  to  confer  and  co-oi>erate  >yith  the  Tru  tees 
itgl"-ng  the  change,  .uggested,  to  consider  al  interest,  involved, 
and  to  report  their  Judgment  on  the  whole  question  to  next  Gtacral 
Assembly. 

To  I'is  it  was  moved  in  amendment  as  follows:— 
The  ^sembly,  while  reaffirming  its  resolutions  of  1904  »nd 
1905  appoints  a  Commission  to  consider,  in  co-operation  wi.h  the 
Trustees  of  Queen's,  the  matters  referred  to  in  the  resolution  pre 
«nted  bv  the^  to  the  Assembly,  and  any  other  matter  w  ich  may 
be  deemed  advisable,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Aswmbly. 

After  lengthened  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken  on  the  an.end- 
ment,  which  was  lost.    The  motion  was  then  carried  unanimously. 

The  Committee  on  the  Endowment  Fund  reported  to  the  As- 
sembly that  the  total  sum  secured  by  subscriptions  and  other  detente 
atTurances,  up  till  April  22nd,  1909  was  $,n6.20,.10  and  the  total 
amount  paid  since  the  inception  of  the  moverr,ent  518,J,i»l.l8.

(21)    Prominnil  fnlurtt  in  the  hiilory.of  Iht  moi'fmriil  for  Con- 
tlilMlioMal  Changts. 

The  fcillowing  poinl«  ilrscrve  consideration  in  connection  with 
the  history  of  tlie  mciveinciit  for  changes  in  the  constitution  of 
Queen's,  as  shown  in  the  |irece<linf;  extracts : — 

1.  Principal  tirant.  who  hiul  mainly  in  view  the  interests  of  the 
University,  anil  IVincipal  Caveii,  wlio  had  mainly  in  view  the  iiiter- 
es'  -f  the  Ouirch,  were  agreed  in  thinking  the  time  had  come  when 
Qi..  n's  should  have  cnnstilutional  freedom.  The  policy  of  Prin- 
cipal Gr.int  was  hroadly  baseil  on  the  view  that  the  growth  of 
Queens,  the  national  character  of  her  work,  and  the  fast  increasing 
demands  of  a  mmlern  university,  in  the  way  of  staff  and  e!|uipmcnt, 
made  it  necess.iry  to  enlarge  her  i«)wir  of  ap|H.il  to  the  Government 
and  the  pidilic  bv  pulling  her  on  a  national  instead  of  a  <lenomina- 
lional  hasis.  The  gencr.il  course  of  events  since  Principal  Grant's 
time,  the  Increasingly  liberal  attitude  of  the  Government  towards 
eilucation,  the  rapid  growth  of  scientific  and  technical  ilcparlinents 
requiring  Stale  aid  and  involving,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Faculty  of 
Education,  more  or  less  intimate  connection  with  the  fiovernment, 
anil  the  increasing  number  of  graduates  and  lienefaclors  interested  in 
technical  cdncatinn.  have  abundantly  confirmed  ..  wisdom  of  that 
policy. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  policy  of  Principal  Caven  and  the  Gen- 
eral .\sseml)lies  which  aprwoved  the  movenuiit  for  constitutional 
changes  was  based  on  the  principle  that  it  was  practicallv  impossible, 
and  even  unilcsiraWe.  that  the  Church  shoidd  uniiorlake  any  respon- 
sibility for  the  support  and  administration  of  the  secular  departments 
of  a  moilern  university,  and  tliat  the  Church  should,  therefore,  will- 
ingly co-operate  in  the  movement  to  remove  the  denominational  re- 
strictions in  the  charter  of  the  University,  as  no  longer  consistent 
with  new  conditions.  The  growing  demands  of  the  Theological  Col- 
leges make  it  more  hopeless  than  ever  to  expect  the  Church  lo  assume 
any  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  the  secular  departments  of 
Queen's. 

2.  The  proposal  for  a  consolidation  of  the  Theological  Colleges 
at  Kingston,  which  was  originally  one  of  the  considerations  the  Van- 
couver Assembly  had  before  it  in  requesting  the  Trustees  to  stay  the 
proceedings  in  Parliament  for  constitutional  changes  (see  sec.  10), 
had  come  to  nothing. 

3.  The  "  guarantee  of  maintenance  "  from  the  Oiurch,  which 
was  one  of  the  important  conditions  mentioned  in  connection  with 
the  original  resolutions,  both  on  the  part  of  the  Assemblv  and  of  the 
Trustees  of  Queen's,  (see  sec.  13).  was  eventuallv  found  to  be  im- 
practicable. 

4.  The  original  estimate  ($.=;00.000)  of  the  needs  of  Queen's  in 
the  way  of  further  endowment  was  hastily  made  in  the  midst  of 
discussion,  and  did  not  sufficiently  takejnto  account  the  constantly 
increasing  requirements  of  modern  universitie.-.     After  four  years 


of  laborious  canvassing  by  jnen  who  lacked  neither  enthusiasm  nor 
energy,  it  has  been  found  difficult  to  raise  in  actual  receipts  half  the 
sum  named. 

5.  The  resolution  adopted  at  the  General  Conference  of  gradu- 
ates and  corporators  held  on  Nov.  1  and  2,  1900,  "  to  take  steps  to 
nationalize  Queen's  University,"  still  stands  as  the  formal  and  solemn 
expression  of  their  will,  no  other  meeting  of  the  general  constituency 
of  Queen's  having  since  taken  place.  But  the  Trustees  earnestly  de- 
sire to  obtain  the  cordial  approval  of  the  Assembly,  because  they  feel 
that  with  such  approval  the  movement  for  constitutional  changes 
would  be  made  entirely  a  wholesome  one,  and  would  not  involve  any 
essential  loss  either  to  the  Church  or  to  the  University. 

<22).     Action  of  Board  of  Trustees  on  Afipoiiitmcnt  of  Commission 
of  Assembly. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  held  on  the  5th  of  Octo- 
ber, 1909,  the  following  communication  was  agreed  to  by  the  Board, 
lo  be  presented  to  the  Commission  of  the  General  Asseml)ly : — 

"  That  the  Trustees  express  their  gratification  at  the  reply  of 
the  General  .Assembly  to  their  Memorial,  and  the  appointment  of  a 
Commission  to  confer  with  them,  regarding  the  subject  of  tlie  Me- 
morial. 

That  the  Trustees  respectfully  draw  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mission to  the  following  considerations,  viz. : 

I.  That  the  Constitution  of  Queen's  University  has  been  modi- 
fied in  1874,  in  1888  and  in  1904,  the  changes  thus  made  being  such 
as  to  render  the  University  more  national  in  its  character. 

II.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  there  are  certain  de- 
nominational restrictions  which  tend  to  impede  the  development  of 
the  University,  viz. : 

( 1 )  Tliat  all  the  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada 
constitute  the  corporation  of  the  University. 

(2)  That  of  the  thirty-seven  members  at  present  constituting 
the  Boarrl  of  Trustees,  twenty-seven  members  must  be  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church. 

(i)  That  the  Principal  must  be  a  Minister  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

III.  That  it  may  be  possible  so  to  change  these  provisions  of 
the  Charter  as  to  promote  more  fully  the  progress  and  welfare  of 
the  University,  while  at  the  same  time  conserving  the  vital  sympathy 
and  interest  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

(23)     Clauses  from  the  Draft  Bill  of  1903,  bearing  on  the  proposed 
Constitutional  Changes. 

The  Bill  submitted  to  Parliament  in  1903,  and  withdrawn  by  the 
Trustees  at  the  request  of  the  General  Assembly,  contained  the  fol- 
lowing clauses  bearing  on  the  proposed  change?  in  the  constitution :

The  Corporators,  CI.  S.  "  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act  the  Corporators  of  the  University  shall  be  the  Chancellor,  the 
Rector,  the  Principal,  the  Trustees,  the  Professors,  the  graduates, 
the  alutnni,  as  defined  by  by-law  of  the  Council,  an<l  the  benefactors 
of  the  University  whose  names  are,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  enrolled  in 
the  book  of  record  and  history  of  the  University  known  as  the 
Domesday  Book." 

Tlw  CofL-niinii  Board,  CI.  7.  "  The  Governing  Board,  herein- 
after called  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of  the  University,  shall  consist  of 
the  Chancellor,  the  Rector,  the  Principal,  the  Minister  of  Edlication 
for  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  an  assessor  „ppointed  bv  him,  a 
member  appointed  annually  by  the  corporation  of  the  City  of  King- 
ston, a  member  appointed  annually  by  the  Governing  Board  of  each 
affiliated  college,  ten  members  elcclcd  by  the  Universilv  Council,  ten 
members  to  be  elected  by  the  present  Board  of  Trustees,  and  two 
members  to  be  elected  by  the  Senate,  the  said  members  not  to  be 
themselves  members  of  the  Senate." 

7 he  Senate.  CI.  10.  "The  .'Senate  as  at  present  constituted  is 
hereby  continued  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  and  subject 
to  the  power  which  is  hereby  vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  acting 
in  consultation  with  the  Senate,  to  enact  any  statutes  it  may  from 
time  to  time  think  proper  to  change  the  present  constitution  thereof. 
Provided  always  that  nothing  contained  in  this  Act  or  in  any  stattue 
hereafter  enacted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  under  the  powers  and 
authority  conferred  upon  them  by  this  .Act,  shall  in  any  manner  cur- 
fail  or  abrogate  any  of  the  present  rights,  privileges,  or  powers  of  the 
Senate,  or  v.iry  the  qualifications  thereof." 

/Ill  Positioiis  open  to  Laymen,  CI.  26.  "  The  University  shall 
continue  distinctly  Christian,  but  no  religious  test  or  qualification, 
save  the  profession  of  Christianity,  shall  be  required  of.  or  appointed' 
for.  any  officer,  Trustee,  member  of  Council,  or  official  of  the  Uni- 
versity. I.avmen,  as  well  as  clergymen,  shall  be  eligible  to  anv  posi- 
tion therein." 

Queen's  Theologieal  College  (28-36),  CI.  28.  "There  is  hereby 
incorporated  a  body  corporate  and  politic  under  the  name  of  "Oueen's 
Theological  College."  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction'of  the 
General  .Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  and  the 
corporators  thereof  arc  declared"  to  consist  of  all  persons  who  now 
are  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  be  members  of  anv  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canada,  ano  the  members  of  the  present  Theological  Fac- 
ulty of  the  University  are  declared  to  be  professors  in  the  said 
Queen's  Theological  College." 

CI.  30.  "  The  said  College  is  declared  to  be  affiliated  with  the 
University,  and  the  governing  board  shall,  at  the  first,  be  such  of  the 
present  Trustees  of  the  University  as  are  members  of  any  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Canada." 

Q.  33.  "The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  said  College  may.  from 
time  to  time,  appoint  and  remove  a  Principal  and  professors  in  the 


said  College,  subject  to  the  veto  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  to  whom  such  appointments  shall 
be  reported." 

CI.  34.  "  Five  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  said 
College  shall  retire  annually,  and  in  such  order  as  is  determined  by 
the  said  Board,  whi'-h,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, shall  annually  appoint  five  members  of  the  said  Church  to 
succeed  those  so  retiring,  who,  however,  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
appointjtnent.  Vacancies  by  death  or  resignation  may  be  filled  by 
the  other  members  of  the  said  board,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
General  Assembly." 

CI.  35.  "  The  University  shall  pay  over  to  Queen's  Theological 
College  out  of  the  funds  of  the  University  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  said  College  at  Kingston  and  in  affiliat  a  with  the  University, 
the  amount  determined  by  a  resolution  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity passed  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  19th  May,  1903,  and  until 
ihe  payment  over  to  the  said  C  'lege  of  the  said  sum  the  University 
shall  pay  over  the  income  the      .  to  the  said  College." 

CI.  36.  "  The  University  shall  providci  adequate  class-rooms 
and  other  proper  accommodation  in  the  University  buildings  for  the 
said  Theological  College,  including  light,  heat,  and  attendance."
